“We had taken the precaution 
to steam the tank for two or three 
hours so as to remove all trace of 
gas, Then..we sent the men down 
to clean it. They took with them 
a hose with a brass nozzle. Before 
going down in the tank the men 
changed their clothing and could 
Mo. have -Nad.a mateh with them, 

“It is customary to keep running 
water in tié tanks until it comes 
out clear, and on Tuesday morning 


the water was almost clear, when 


the explosion came, Neither nian 
carried any tools or did any ham- 
nering so as to cause a spark, 

“It was impossible for the noz- 
zle of the hose to make a spark 
as it was purposely modeled of 
Drass. We are absolutely at sea as 
to what could have caused the ‘dis- 
aster and are anxious to learn. The 
company does not want a repetition 
of it and will go to any extent to 
remedy the cause if it can be as- 
certained.” : 

Arthur L. Strum, wharf fore- 
man, proved a very interesting wit- 
ness. He stated that two or three 
minutes before the explosion he 
had descended in the tank and was 
chatting with the men. Rutter wr: 
hosing out the bottom while 
Jurllarat was working near the top 
There was an opening two feet in 
diameter at the top of the tank. 

The hatch had been lifted to let. 
Out the steam but had been closed 
when the cleaning out process be- 
gan: 

Neither man was smoking Strum 
Stated that the explosion was in- 
side the tank as was shown by the 
condition of Rutter’s beady, which 
was badly burned. 

After the explosion the mangled 
pieces of Jurllarat’s body @ Were 
found on the upper deck whtle 
hat of Rutter was huddled in the 
bottow of the tank Fire broke out 
but was extinguished by Strum with 
t fire extinguisher. 

Strum stated that the gas must 
have formed in a pocket somewhere 
that the steam did not reach. He 
had no theory as to what could 
have ignited it. He admitted that 
the work of the men was hazardous 
a8 ho matter what precautions were 
taken a certain amount of deadly 
Sas would accumulate. 

The men worked usually a half 
hour in the tank and then went 
On..deck to get fresh alr.

usually made them feel rather weak - 
and they could not have had any.
